PA Stand 


Your Optimus PA Stand is perfect for the ‘on-the-go’ DJ 
or audio engineer. It helps you easily organize and use 
your audio and video equipment at home or on the road. 
You can mount standard-sized rack-mount equipment 
(such as a microphone mixer, amplifier, and graphic 
equalizer) on the stand’s sloped rack. Sturdy and versa- 
tile, the stand safely holds up to 88 pounds (40 kg) of 
equipment. You can roll the stand just about anywhere, 
then lock the rollers to secure it on almost any type of 
floor surface. 

You must assemble the stand before you can use it. You 
need a Phillips screwdriver. 


PARTS 

Before you assemble the stand, make sure you have all 
of these parts. If any parts are missing, contact the Ra- 
dioShack store where you purchased the PA stand.

ASSEMBLY 

Refer to the following diagram to assemble your PA 
stand.

To attach the rollers, push them into the mounting holes 
on the bottom of both side brackets. Then use the sup- 
plied wrench to turn each roller's nut clockwise until it is 
tight.

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MOUNTING EQUIPMENT ON THE 
STAND 

LOCKING/UNLOCKING THE 
ROLLERS 

You can mount most types of rack-mount equipment on 
the front of the stand. For each piece of equipment, se- 
lect the most suitable pair of mounting holes on the 
stand, mount the equipment on the stand, then use a 
Phillips screwdriver and the supplied mounting screws to 
secure it to the stand. 

The rollers on the bottom of the stand let you easily move 
the stand as well as lock it in place. To roll the stand, flip 
up the locking tab on each roller. To secure the stand, flip 
down the tabs.
